REMARKABLE RECORD 


PACKING GOLD LEAF. 


II la "Handled,** So to S,i«»k, br 
of a Puff of Breath. 
The gold reach es the ’ itrulo* 
first 
In wide bars or nuggets 
It must tie 
weighed, melted and mud© Into inch 
wide ribbons before tb*“ 'benting 
be­ 
gin*. The rlbt*on Is ti en cut into Inch 
squares and l«*at«*n with a hammer 
wielded 
by 
a 
stalw art 
workman. 
When each leaf has l**eii lieaten thin 
It I* transferred to a mold, where it Is 
beaten aga in t*r a period of four hours 
The lient.lng Is accomplished tty means 
of a wooden hammer weighing from 
seven to eighteen pound* on a sheep 
skin cushion resting on a granite block. 
The gold beaten is usually *J2 or ISI 
carats fine 
A little alloy of copper or 
sliver Is add«*d to make it spread. 
It 
would be Impossible for the beaters to 
haudle perfectly pure gold. 
Gold leaf Is packed more by the ald 
of the breath thau that of the hands 
The operation of transferring a sheet 
of almost transparent gold leaf from 
one plate to another is of such deilca 
cy that it is possible to accomplish It 
only by a slight puff of the breath. 
The packers are for the most part 
girls, to whom. after beating, the gold 
leaf Is handed. 
The girls lift the unshaped leaf from 
the mold with a pair of wooden pin­ 
cers, flatten It out on a sheepskin cusb* 
Ion by gently blowing on It. cut It Into 
a perfect afluare. replace It between 
the leaves of the book aud flatten It 
out with the breath. 
A "book” con­ 
sists of twenty-five leaves, mid a skill 
ed girl operator can pack seventy 
books In a day.- H arper's Weekly.
